COMES NOW, the Mississippi Public Service Commission ("Commission") 

and it appearing to the Commission, for good cause shown and after reviewing the 

plan for utilization of the year 2006 Federal Universal Service Funding ("USF") 

submitted by BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. ("BellSouth"), upon the 

recommendation of the Mississippi Public Utilities Staff ("MPUS") and this 

Commission being otherwise fully advised, finds as follows: 

1. On January 19, 2000, the Commission established this docket to certify, 

pursuant to the Federal Communications Commission's ("FCC") Universal Service 

Order', that the use of federal universal service high cost support in Mississippi is 

consistent with 47 U.S.C. §254(e). In accordance with the FCC's Universal Service 

Order and with this Commission's Order of January 19, 2000, BellSouth submitted a 

plan for utilization of the year 2000 Federal Universal Service Funding that was 

consistent with the principles of universal service as outlined in the 

Telecommunications Act of 1996 and by the FCC in its Universal Service Order. 

Federal-State Joint Board on Universal Service Ninth Report and Order and Eighteenth Order on 1 

Rcconsideralion. CC Docket No. 96-45; FCC 99-306, released November 2, 1999 ("Universal Service Order"). 
See generally paragraphs 93-1 10. 



2. On March 14, 2000, the Commission issued an Order certifying that 

BellSouth's proposed use of federal universal service high-cost support for the year 

2000 in Mississippi was consistent with 47 U.S.C. §254(e). The network 

infrastructure improvements outlined in BellSouth's plan were basically to be 

accomplished over a three (3) year timeframe. The rate reductions proposed in the 

plan were to be accomplished in the year 2000. 

3. On August 25, 2000, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for utilization 

of the year 2001 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the Commission. 

The plan submitted on August 25, 2000 proposed a continuation of the network 

infrastructure improvement plan approved by the Commission in March, 2000. On 

September 22, 2000, the Commission issued an Order certifying that BellSouth's 

plan to utilize federal universal service high-cost support in Mississippi as proposed 

in its continuation plan submitted to the Commission on August 25, 2000, as modified 

by the Commission in its Order, was consistent with 47 U.S.C. §254(e). 

4. On September 6, 2001, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for 

utilization of the year 2002 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the 

Commission. The plan submitted on September 6, 2001 proposed a continuation of 

the network infrastructure improvement plan approved by the Commission in March, 

2000. On September 27, 2001, the Commission issued an Order certifying that 

BellSouth's plan to utilize federal universal service high-cost support in Mississippi as 

proposed in its continuation plan submitted to the Commission on September 6, 

2001, as modified by the Commission in its Order, was consistent with 47 U.S.C. 

§254(e). 



5. On August 30, 2002, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for utilization 

of the year 2003 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the Commission. 

The plan submitted on August 30, 2002 proposed a continuation of the network 

infrastructure improvement plan approved by the Commission in March, 2000. In its 

August 30, 2002 plan, BellSouth proposed to utilize the federal Universal Service 

Funding for the year 2003 in order to continue to improve its network infrastructure in 

the rural areas of the State of Mississippi consistent with the manner in which the 

Commission has previously reviewed and approved for the federal USF monies for 

the year 2002. 

6. On August 1, 2003, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for utilization 

of the year 2004 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the Commission. 

Subsequent to that transmittal, the MPUS requested a clarification of selected plan 

activities as well as a more granular alignment of expenses associated with these 

activities. On August 27, 2003, BellSouth submitted its revised plan for the utilization 

for the year 2004 in order to continue to improve its network infrastructure in the rural 

areas of the State of Mississippi consistent with the manner in which the Commission 

has previously reviewed and approved for the federal USF monies in prior years. 

7. On July 1, 2004, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for utilization of 

the year 2005 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the Commission. 

The plan submitted on July 1 ,  2004 proposed a further continuation of the network 

infrastructure improvement plan approved by the Commission in March, 2000. In its 

July 1 ,  2004 plan, BellSouth proposed to utilize the federal Universal Service Funding 

for the year 2005 in order to continue to improve its network infrastructure in the rural 



areas of the State of Mississippi consistent with the manner in which the Commission 

has previously reviewed and approved for the federal USF monies in prior years. 

8. On June 1, 2005, BellSouth submitted its detailed plan for utilization of 

the year 2006 Federal Universal Service Funding for approval by the Commission. 

The plan submitted on June 1, 2005 proposed a further continuation of the network 

infrastructure improvement plan approved by the Commission in March, 2000. In its 

June 1, 2005 plan, BellSouth is proposing to utilize the federal Universal Service 

Funding for the year 2006 in order to continue to improve its network infrastructure in 

the rural areas of the State of Mississippi consistent with the manner in which the 

Commission has previously reviewed and approved for the federal USF monies in 

prior years. Residential rates in rural areas of non-rural carriers in this state are 

reasonably comparable to urban rates nationwide, based on the nationwide urban 

rate benchmark of $34.21. 

9. The Commission concludes that BellSouth's June 1 ,  2005 continuation 

plan for utilization of the Federal Universal Service Fund for the year 2006 is 

consistent with the Telecommunications Act of 1996 and pertinent FCC Orders. The 

Commission further concludes that residential rates in rural areas of non-rural 

carriers in this state are reasonably comparable to urban rates nationwide, based on 

the nationwide urban rate benchmark of $34.21. 

This Order shall be effective upon its execution. 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that the Commission hereby certifies that 

BellSouth's plan to utilize federal universal service high-cost support in Mississippi as 

proposed in its continuation plan submitted to the Commission on June 1, 2005, is 

consistent with 47 U.S.C. §254(e) and is, therefore, approved. 



IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that residential rates in rural areas of non-rural 

carriers in this state are reasonably comparable to urban rates nationwide, based on 

the nationwide urban rate benchmark of $34.21. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that BellSouth shall file quarterly reports with the 

Commission providing the status of universal service fund expenditures and projects. 

This Order shall be deemed issued on the day it is served upon the parties 

herein by the Executive Secretary of this Commission who shall note the service date 

in the file of this Docket.
